Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, filed 03/14/2008, with respect to claims 
9-17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C rejection of 
09/26/2007 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the art to perform the apparatus that is now claimed. The prior art does 
teach utilizes multiple heaters. However, the prior art does not teach a heat shield 
means for defining the temperature distribution by the plurality of heaters, wherein the 
heat shield suppresses the mutual thermal interference between the adjacent heaters 
and localizes the heating regions for the adjacent heaters, as stated in the instant 
invention. There is no motivation in the art to change the prior arts' teaching such a 
means for localization by the heat shields to arrive at the instantly claimed process.
